EDITORIAL ne 
Midnight. The Millennium bugs didn’t bite. The sky didn’t fall on Chicken Licken’s head. Revellers 
in the Market Place listened to the church bells, watched the big screen and celebrated in friendly 
rather than in riotous fashion. The Parish moved smoothly into the 21st. century. Thanks are due to 
many individuals and bodies for this smooth transition (see Jim Bell’s report). During the short 
Ecumenical Service in the Parish Church on January 1st., the South Door was symbolically opened 
and the new year’s sunlight streamed in, banishing shadows. For one participant at least, this was, 
perhaps, the most moving moment of the official celebrations. 
Before Kenneth Langstaff left he designed a final cover for the DN - a re-creation of Deddington’s 
Pudd’n’ Pie Fair. The Fair was held here until the early 20th century and villagers sustained 
themselves during festivities with a two-course meal in one - an outer crust with suet as an 
ingredient, filled with plum pudding, the whole being afterwards baked. (N.S. DN, April 1994). 
Perhaps the recipe could be revived to add even more savour to the many Millennium events ahead of 
us (see Jim Bell again). 
The Parish continues its busy round. Marianne Eisley writes a review of the Pantomime and Ray 
Sones details the VAT initiative. The Choir rehearses for the Songs of the Century concert. Clifton is 
chasing its footpath and Hempton wants to make good an omission. Deddington Gardeners meet to 
discuss their future. We can look forward to the Map Group’s paperback guide to Deddington, 
Clifton and Hempton and the Revd. Cotton Risley returns after a six month’s absence. 
Very sadly, the present Vicar, the Revd. Ken Reeves, leaves us after a decade in the Parish. His final 
services will be on Easter Day (see Church & Chapel), More details in the next issue.

LOW-COST HOUSING 
In terrible weather, Mrs Jo Mace buried a time 
capsule, and construction officially began on the 
long-awaited low-cost housing scheme on 
Hempton Road. [See report elsewhere in this 
issue.} PC confirmed that CDC will select 
applicants from their housing list who have at 
least 5 years association with Deddington, and 
Oxford Citizens Housing Association will allocate 
the dwellings, which should be ready for 
occupation in September 2000. Information on 
prices should be available early in the New Year. 
[THE DEDDINGTON NEWS has followed this 
story from the beginning through every twist and 
turn, stalemate and setback. Led by Nigel Oddy 
and the late Dr Bill Mace, the Parish Council took 
the initiative 7 years ago. They had no executive 
powers in the matter then, and that is still the 
case. The PC could influence the events, but not 
control them. It is largely because of the PC's 
persuasiveness, reasoned argument, sustained 
pressure and refusal ever to give up, that at last 
the parish has its low-cost hausing scheme. - NS]

DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 
Note of meeting on 19 January 2000 
Present: Cllrs Flux (chair), Bell, Clinch, Cosgrove, Cox, Davies, Harper, Hill, Newey, Swash, Todd, 
Walker, Clerk, D/Cllr O’Sullivan, C/Clir Matthews and 10 members of the public. 

NEWS IN BRIEF 

PC wished Norman Stone a speedy recovery. Clerk to ask again for details of selection procedures for 
low cost housing. The Clifton to Deddington Road will be first to benefit from the Millennium Tree 
Planting Project. Deddington has been chosen for a pilot study into the transport needs of young 
people. The Youth Club will have to provide more information following their request for a further 
grant of £500 for filming. The contract for grass cutting in the parish will go out to tender. PC agreed 
to spend £270 on post and wire fences at the Windmill Centre to keep cars off the playing fields. 
Cemetery fees will be increased by 10% from | April, bringing the cost of a standard interment to 
£110. As many past PC chairmen as possible will be invited to gather together for a photograph. 
PARISH PRECEPT 

Cllrs were told the precept is a form of rate which the PC has the option of levying to help pay for 
major projects in the parish. The main advantage of a precept is to prevent further erosion of capital 
and avoid dipping into it at a time of low interest rates. They agreed to levy 15.57p in the £ for a 

band D property, to raise a precept of £13,500. 

CLIFTON ROAD FOOTPATH 

Cllr Davies presented proposals and arguments for an improved, extended and continuous footpath 
from Clifton to Deddington. Costs were estimated at £15,000 for a new path through the village, to 
link with the existing one which starts just beyond Home Farm, and £25,000 for improvements to the 
path from Home Farm to Deddington. PC agreed to form a small working group to look into the 
proposals in more detail and to research possible alternative funding. (See Notes from Clifton for 
more details). 

MILLENNIUM WORKING GROUP 

PC thanked all concerned for the success of the Millennium Eve celebrations in Market Place. The 
celebration will continue through the year and permission will be sought from the Windmill Centre 
for the erection of a marquee there for a carnival night disco on 15 July. Application will be made for 
a liquor licence for this as well as for the PC’s quiz night on 18 March and sports day on 21 May. 
Several organisations expect to make profits from these events and PC suggests they consider making 
contributions towards the £7,000 needed for Deddington School’s Millennium Classroom. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY 

PC to write letter of criticism about the police office front door which, they say, is inappropriate in a 
conservation area. 

PAYMENT OF ACCOUNTS & INVESTMENT OF FUNDS 

Invoices for payment totalled £10,175.96. Total investments are £547,583.96 of which £500,000 
Bradford & Bingley @ 5.4%; £35,000 Treasury deposit @ 4.8375% fixed; £3,495.13 @ 3.125% on 14 
days; £8,362.18 @ 1.75% overnight; £726.65 @ 1.375% overnight.

VAT REDUCTION FOR LISTED BUILDING REPAIRS 


(in the December issue we wrote about the initiative instigated by the Bishop of Oxford, seeking VAT relief 
for repairs to historic buildings. Ray Sones now réports on continuing Parish efforts. Ed.) 

Well we tried | We lobbied Tony Baldry who supported us with a written question to the Government 
Treasury Minister responsible. She replied that VAT reduction was not possible due to EC regulations. Mr. 
Baldry also proposed a cross patty approach to the Treasury, but this was not taken up. We lobbied our 
MEP, James Elles, who came to see us and put our case forward in Brussels, but still no success. 

So we wrote to the Prime Minister and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. To date, there is no response from 
Mr. Blair, but we have heard from the VAT Directorate thanking us for our letter to the Chancellor and 
telling us:- Council Directive 1999/85/EC provides for an experimental reduced VAT for selective labour 
mtensive services ... the Directive was adopted on 22™. October, While there was originally a suggestion 
that repairs to historic and listed buildings might fulfil the necessary conditions for a reduced rate under the 
Directive, Member States felt that the experimental arrangement should be strictly limited to a narrow list of 
specific services. The final list therefore included services for repair and renovation of private dwellings, but 
there was not agreement to extend the definition more widely. 

A telephone call to the VAT enquiry office resulted in advice that the VAT level could only be reduced if 
National Legislation followed the EC Decree. Did this happen when an EC Decree banned the export of

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


The Rev. Cotton Risley was Vicar of Deddington from 1836-l848 when he resigned the Living 
during the illness (and subsequent death) of his daughter Betsy. He remained living in the 
village in Deddington House (now Manor) with his wife and 4 sons and continued writing his 
diaries. These are held by the Bodleian Library, who have kindly allowed us to print extracts 
therefrom. The following entries are from February 1850:- 

20th FEBRUARY - Mr. Brogden called to take leave - on going to reside in London. 

23rd FEBRUARY - About 1 o'clock Mr. Brogden and his family took their departure from the 
Vicarage for London, where they are about to reside in future - an event long desired for the 
sake of the Parish and its best interests. 

26th FEBRUARY ~ Susan and | walked up to the Church to see that all were in readiness and 
order against the Bishop's arrival (from London) to preach here this evening. We had a very 
full Church, Mr. Wilson (from Over Norton who was in charge in Mr. Brogden's absence) and 
his son read the prayers between them - the Bishop preached a most impressive and stirring 
sermon, level to the understanding of the hearers. The Church was well lighted and looked 
beautiful - especially the pillars and arches. 

27th FEBRUARY - | attended another meeting at the Boys School this evening, Mr. Wilson in 
the chair, when the rules for the future management of the schools were agreed upon and 
passed. A question about the carrying out of Mr. Brogden's proposed scheme (on the 
Government plan) for the building of Schools and Houses of Residence for the future use of 
the Parish, was raised - and carried by 8 or 10 to 5 votes, | being in the minority, and 
obliged to differ from Mr. Wilson. This | regretted but could not honestly do otherwise.

The sheep came into the barns some 10 days before Christmas _ {i 4? Bey << 
because of the wet weather and quickly settled in, glad to be = +s#atet.! ER 
out of mud and rain. They will soon be got ready for lambing, which spate staat at the 
beginning of March. This year we will lamb 425 ewes, an increase of 60 ewes on last 
year. With the present prospects for sheep farming looking rather dismal it may seem 
rather strange to incease the flock when everyone else is decreasing theirs but as 
Grandfather used to say, you should see what everyone else is doing and then do the 
opposite. 

The crops look well at the moment and if the weather stays open the oil seed rape will 
soon need its first dressing of nitrogen and sulphur. For some years we have not put on 
any autumn fertilizers, opting to use a phosphate, potash, nitrogen compound fertilizer in 
the spring. By not using fertilizer in the autumn it gives us more time to get the crops 
planted at the right time and reduces the risk of nutrients being leached out of the soil 
by the winter rain. We have also, for many years, chopped and ploughed in most of the 
straw. This has improved the soil structure by adding large amounts of humus and it 
also returns the phosphate and potash taken up by the previous crop. We have now had 
all the arable fields ‘soil mapped'. This involves the use of a computer linked to a 
satellite to give an accurate map of each field and then sets out where each soil sample 
should be taken. Each sample is then analysed to give an accurate reading of the 
available soil nutrients. It shows up any imbalances which can then be corrected by 
applying fertilizer only to the parts of the field that need it, so reducing the amount of 
fertilizer we need to buy in. This year we only need to use a compound fertilizer on 
three of the fields. The rest will only need straight nitrogen, so we should be able to 
cut our growing costs. Well - that's the theory but it all gives me a headache. 

However if it keeps the Bank Manager blinded by science it may be worth it in the end. 
The ‘open’ winter has again put everything out of sync. The bees have again got some 
brood in the hives far too early to be of any use and | will need to give them extra food 
in the hope that they will survive into the Spring. Many birds have paired up and | have 
found one Blackbirds' nest with eggs in it. There are Primroses and Celandines in flower 
in the churchyard and the other day | found common Footman Moth larva ( eilema 
lurideola) feeding on lichen on an ash tree. No doubt a hungry blue tit thought he had 
won the lottery. But there is still plenty of winter to come, so old Mother Nature will 
put things back in order as usual. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

We 
congratulate Andy and Nikki on the birth of their baby son Joshua Robert Martin on 28 
December, weighing 4lb 150z.

NEWS FROM CLIFTON 


The state and lack of footpaths continues to be a primary cause of concern in the 
village. Linda Davies represented the views of many people in Clifton when she 
presented a case for improvements at January's meeting of the PC. She reminded Cllrs 
that it had been under discussion for seven years, since the PC paid £60,000 for a 
footpath from Hempton to Deddington. The present path in Clifton only lasts 100 metres 
before it peters out, long before the track to Deddington begins. This track is 
impassable for prams, buggies, children's cycles and for mothers and children to walk 
two abreast. Vital improvements are needed to enable people to walk in safety to 
Deddington's shops, health centre and school. C/Cllr Matthews acknowledged the 
footpath was OCC's responsibility but there was no money for such works. He suggested 
people contact Euro MP James Elles to try and obtain EC funding (Tel.0032 2284595/Fax 
0032 22849951). D/Clir O'Sullivan suggested money may be available in next year's 
Oxford Local Transport Plan and in order to be considered the PC should write to OCC for 
funding. He also thought it would be worth applying for National Lottery funding. After 
a lengthy debate in which only three other Clirs agreed in principle to Linda's proposals, 
the PC agreed to form a working group to research more information and possible 
alternative finance. The group will report back to the February PC meeting. Please give 
me a call if you have any news or items for inclusion in the March edition of DN.
